Camera for a Chamber ; Caminua for a Chimney j 
Ma for Brass ; Padagogita for a School-Master ; Jl- 
biirtlen for the white of ther eye ; Lauras for a l^aurel. 
And an endless number of the like, which to repeat^ ■ 
would be as unpleasant here^ as they are unprofitable 
Where they are. It woidd be too tedious likewise to 
take Notice how often they confound Mjectrvea with 
Snbstajitrvcsj using them as such : The putting in of 
Phrases ; the giving Latin JVames to Modem TfuiigSi 
the using Circumlocutions^ or two or three Words to 
express one in KngHsh\ the throwing in of so many 
compounded Words upon the back of one another.
